REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
NEW BOSTON CEMETERY, ENDING 
FEBRUARY 15TH, 1914. 


The rapidity of the flight of time is particularly empha- 
sized to us as we visit the cemetery. When Mr. Elbridge 
Wason made the purchase of the additional land around 
the old cemetery, most of us living at the time would fail 
to realize that forty-five years would see so much of it taken 
and laid into lots and dotted over with monuments as is 
now the case. Although there are still lots unsold it is 
rather difficult to find such as are attractive to the pur- 
chaser and we can foresee that not many years will pass, 
bearing the annual toll of those borne to their last resting 
place and stones erected to their memory, and the present 
cemetery will, to a great extent, resemble the old cemetery 
in its crowded condition, except the roadway and paths 
laid out in the surveys. Other than this fact the cemetery 
grounds are about the same as at our last report. The bet- 
terment of the wall and provision for gates at entrances to 
the grounds from the highway east of the cemetery have 
been considered earnestly by the trustees and one of the 
board, in the opening of the season, had a party to look 
over the situation on the righting up and relaying of the 
wall from the hearse house up the highway to south bound- 
ary of the cemetery, so as to make the curve graceful and 
topping the wall with flat stones laid in cement and cement 
posts for gateways, but his estimates were so much the 
board did not feel warranted to draw so heavily on the in- 
terest accumulated on the fund of the cemetery and it was 
dropped till we could find a cheaper plan, and more espe- 
cially men and teams to do it. So the work there has laid 
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over. The enclosure of the entire cemetery has been kept 
up against infringement of stock and since the keeping of 
the grounds have required our superintendent’s presence 
most of the time in the summer months every thing has 
been secure. So many of the lots have had trust funds to 
keep them in repair that the superintendent’s, also the treas- 
urer’s, work increases yearly as to the judicious expenditure, 
but we assure you the cemetery has been kept in a neat, 
orderly appearance. From time to time we have to sanc- 
tion the removal of trees or their limbs, but only those that 
are injuring, or liable to injure contiguous headstones or 
monuments. 

We submit herewith the superintendent’s report of in- 
terments and removals, connected with the cemetery, also 
treasurer’s report of receipts and disbursements of the ceme- 
tery funds as given to the board.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


At the Town Meeting in March, 1913, a communication 
from Mr. Edgar Pierce, administrator of the estate of the 
late J. Reed Whipple, was read, in which the WuipPLe 
FREE LIBRARY was presented to the town of New Boston 
by Mrs. Whipple and Mrs. Pierce. The gift was accepted 
and a board of three trustees was elected. 

In the month of April, 1913, the library was formally 
turned over to the trustees. 

Owing to the date of the transfer of the library the town 
was unable to vote any specified sum of money for the main- 
tenance and use of the library for the fiscal year ending 
February 15, 1914. 

The only available funds were a certain sum provided by 
the State of New Hampshire, the fines for over-due books 
and a small sum from accumulated fines, which was turned 
in by the former librarian, Miss Warren. 

The trustees were obliged to call upon the selectmen for 
an additional amount of money to meet the obligations of 
the year. (The amounts referred to may be noted in the 
report of the treasurer herewith attached.) 

The use of the library has been enjoyed, as formerly, by 
the townspeople, and the trustees have used the funds at 
their disposal for the mere running expenses of the library, 
1. e. the salary of the librarian, cleaning the room, and a 
few minor expenses connected therewith. 

The library was in excellent condition when turned over 
to the trustees and we have endeavored to maintain the 
high standard of former days. 

In the present librarian, Miss Shearer, we have a faithful, 
courteous helper, who cares for the wants of the users of 
the library with intelligence and ability. 

In order to keep up the standard of the library and best 
serve the people it will be necessary to have some of the 
books rebound and some replaced with new volumes. We 
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also believe that each year a number of books should be 
added to keep the library up to modern times. 

We believe that we voice the sentiment of all of the towns- 
people when we say that the generosity and kindness of 
Mrs. Whipple and Mrs. Pierce are appreciated. We are 
also mindful of the courtesy and thought for the welfare of 
the town shown by the J. R. Whipple Company, in provid- 
ing the library with light and heat during the past year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


New Boston, N. H., February 15, 1914. 


To the Inhabitants of the School District and to the Selectmen 
of New Boston: 

In submitting our annual report, we look back over the 
past year and find the educational progress fully up to the 
average. 

The school board does not take the credit of all the ad- 
vancement and improvement in our schools, from year to 
year, for every individual in the district is, to a certain ex- 
tent, responsible for the success or failure of our schools. 

We have had a very satisfactory corps of teachers, many 
of them taking a great interest in their school and pupils 
and apparently enjoying their work. 

We wish to congratulate the inhabitants of School No. 
13, so called, for the interest which the teacher, pupils, 
and some of the inhabitants have taken in securing an organ 
for that school. When such commendable spirit 1s mani- 
fested in a school, it cannot fail to be a benefit to the school 
and makes the community a better place in which to live. 

We have placed Carpenter’s Geographical Readers in 
our schools. These, we believe, will be of great educational 
value, from the fact that, while learning, to read, the pupil 
is at the same time acquiring valuable knowledge of the 
different countries. 

In “Institute Circular, No. 12,” the state superintendent 
comes out in favor of one-room mixed school for rural sec- 
tions. The article shows a thorough knowledge of our rural 
community and is permeated with a large amount of com- 
mon sense. We wish every one interested in education 
might read it. 

New Boston can justly feel proud of its schcol efficiency, 
measured by the proportion of pupils, which it succeeds in 
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retaining through the whole course of public education. It 
stands twelfth in the state. We hope this standard will 
not be lowered. Encourage every boy and girl to complete 
the full course. ; 

High School: Our high school is under the instruction 
of Mr. John E. Ashworth as principal and Miss Susie 
Wentworth as assistant. Both are working in harmony 
and giving good satisfaction. We wish this school might be 
larger. It would cost little more to support a school of 
fifty pupils than one of twenty-five.
